From 1863-1868, Joseph Sloper was listed under the 
adjacent heading, "Perforators" along with many other entries. 
Of the listed 'perforating machine manufacturers’ only those 
entries for Joseph Sloper, and David Napier and Son, specifically 
mention use for postage and other stamps.
